When President Coolldge by procla¬ 
mation designated the American Red 
Cross as the medium through which 
contributions for relief of the Japan¬ 
ese earthquake sufferers should flow, 
the President’s desire came as an or¬ 
der to the Red Cross. Immediately 
the entire machinery of the organiza¬ 
tion was put in motion and within 24 
hours the fund campaign was moving 
with vigor in every part of the coun¬ 
try. ' 

This emergency test demonstrated 
the peacetime readiness of the Red 
Cross to cope with stupendous tasks 
In behalf of humanity. Within a 
month it had collected upwards of 
$10,250,000 In contributions, landed 
ten cargoes of supplies at Japanese 
ports and was keeping pace with re¬ 
lief requirements—all without a sin¬ 
gle dollar of the fund being spent for 
administration. 

President Coolldge, in expressing 
his thanks to the people, said: "When 
. the news of the tragedy in Japan flrat 
I reached us, the American Red Cross, 
pursuant to a proclamation, asked the 
country for $6,000,000 to meet the 
great emergency. The answer to this 
appeal was prompt and generous; in 
less than two weeks a sum far In ex^ 
cess of the original goal was given."

I SERVICE LAW 

David J. Reese, president of the 
Utate civil service commission, has 
^won a decisive victory over Will H. 
Marsh, chief of the division of mo¬ 
tor vehicles, in an opinion just ren- 
dereri by .Attorney General Webb, 
upholding the right of the civil ser-1 
vice commission to regulate .salaries 
of civil service employes. This is a 
ileeision which interests all state de- i 
partments. | 

The civil service commission has j 
always assumed salary control un -1 
der its right to classify positions.' 
j Because of an ambiguity in the law, i 
! an amendment was drafted early j 
this year at the suggestion of the 
attorney general. This amendment 
passed the legislature and was 
signed by the governor, who is a 
firm believer in the merit system 
I and throughout his administration 
has firmly upheld the principles of 
civil service. 

The wholesale salary increase which 
Marsh attempted to make in his de -1 
partment were denied by Reese, who. 
granted only the small proportion 
which confirmed to the civil service 
jlasslflcation rules and salary sched¬ 
ule.
